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(54) OiNTIVIENT FOR TREATIVIENT OF SKIN DISEASES 

(57) Abstract: 

The invention pertains to medicine, 
specifically to drugs connpositions used to 
treat skin diseases. In the invention, vitamins A. 
D and E. salicylic acid, salol, thistle and 



zinc oxrde are added to a known ointment for 
treating skin diseases containing active ingredients 
and a fatty base, and the fatty base, in which is 
adeps, lanoiin and petrolatum in a specified weight 
ratio. The Invention results in an ointment for the 
effective treatment of skin diseases such as acne, 
boils, hematomas, etc., is highly stable, has high 
quality, and is completely harmless.

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The invention pertains to drug compositions for external 
use and is used in medicine to treat diseases of tlie skin 
and cardiovascular system. 

There are drugs that exist in the steroidal and 
nonsteroidal antiflammatory group (Basic and Clinical 
Pharmacology, ed. B. Kattsung [sic], translated from 
English. St. Petersburg, Nevsky Dialekt, 1998). 
However, numerous ointments containing these 
substances as active ingredients have many various 
flaws (skin atrophy, Increased sensitivity, local 
reactions, etc.). 

There exists an ointment, Airol Roche, 
containing a fatty base and vitamin A as active 
Ingredient (tretinoin, fully trans-retinolc acid), which has 
an action that exfoliates and stimulates the mitotic 
action of the skin cells and is used primarily to treat 
common acnes (V. I. Dal, reference "Drugs in Russia," 
CJSC AstraPharmService, 1998), 

This drug, however, does not have a 
pronounced anti-inflammatory or anti-allergic action and 
has a number of counter indications for use (acute 
Inflammatory skin lesions, burns, pregnancy). The drug 
must be used with caution by a patient whose work 
involves prolonged exposure to the sun and by people 
who hereditarfly are highly sensitive to tight and tend to 
get skin lesions when exposed to sunlight. 

The objective of this invention is to develop an 
ointment for effective treatment of skin diseases, such 
as acne and inflammatory and cardiovascular damage 
to the skin— hematomas, boils, etc. 

To achieve this objective, the proposed 
composition includes active ingredients vitamins A, D 
and E, salicylic acid, salol, thistle, and zinc oxide; and a 
fatty base— adeps, lanolin and petrolatum— the 
physicochemical properties of which are compatible in a 
single drug in the form of an ointment. 

The proposed composition of ingredients has 
the following weight ratio: vitamin A : vitamin D : vitamin 
E : salicylic acid : salol: thistle : zinc oxide : adeps : 
lanolin petrolatum 
1 : 1 : 1 : 12 : 12 : 25 : 25 : 50 : 50 : 50. 

The high efficacy of the proposed drug for 
treatment of the conditions listed above is achieved by 
the combined actions of the three vitamins: vitamin A 
increases the proliferation of cells in the epidermis, 
retards keratinization and strengthens immune 
reactions; vitamin D also has a positive effect on the 
immune system and promotes the rejuvenation of the 
skin's connective tissue; vitamin E enhances the 
protective properties of the skin and has an antioxidant 



effect; thistle also promotes blood flow to the dermis and 
thereby acceterates revitallzation processes, while salol 
and salicylic acid in turn are antiseptic, anesthetic and 
anti-inflammatory substances for treating skin diseases 
accompanied by inflammation. 

Zinc oxide is introduced Into the composition 
as a white pigment. 

This ratio of ingredients in the composition 
ensures the efficacy of the ointment in treating these 
diseases. 

The ointment is produced in the following way. 
First adeps is melted and pressed. Petrolatum and 
lanolin are dissolved at 37-50°C and 36-42°C. Then the 
prepared powder ingredients and solutions of vitamins 
A, D and E are stirred into the fatty base. The resulting 
mixture is whipped at room temperature to form a rich, 
uniform mass. The ointment is packaged in containers 
holding no more than 50 g with tightly closing lids. 

The resulting ointment is gray. The ointment Is 
highly stable, has good quality, and is completely 
harmless. The ointment is counter indicated only in case 
of allergy specifically to the thistle that is used and if the 
skin has a tendency toward hirsuteness. 

The biological value and quality of the ointment 
are not a function of shelf life. The ointment is preferably 
stored in a cool place. 

Example 1, Female patient N. A. Vdovln, born 
1974. Complained of oily facial skin, numerous inflamed 
elements on the skin with pus-like content, facial 
swelling. Diagnosis: acne. The patient was instructed to 
rub the ointment onto the face daily for six days. On the 
seventh day the inflamed elements had diminished 
tenfold and the redness and swelling had disappeared. 
FuK recovery occumed in 1-1 .5 months. 

Example 2. Female patient V. V. Samokhin, 
born 1980. Complained of oily facial skin, acne, 
Individual large inflamed elements. Diagnosis: acne. 
The patient was instructed to rub the ointment onto the 
face dally for five days. On the sixth day the patients 
condition had significantly improved. Full recovery 
occurred in ZA weeks. 

Example 3. Female patient L. N. Andreeva, 
born 1960, Complained of inflammation on the right 
cheek. Examination of the skin on the right cheek 
revealed one inflamed element reddish-blue in color 
measuring 1.5 x 2 cm. Diagnosis: boil. The patient was 
instnjcted to rub the ointment into inflamed area twice a 
day for six days with strong clockwise circular motions. 
On the seventh day the patient came for an 
appointment. The size of the boil had diminished to 0.5 
X 0.5 cm. Full recovery occurred in 8-10 days. 

Claims:
